Justice Arnold Eraiman and 
defense lawyer William M. 
Kunstler said the prosecution 
had- not replied to earlier de- 
fense motions for the suppres- 
sion of potentially prej udical 
statements Brown allegedly 
made to ‘pohee after his arrest 
- Kunstier asked that Brown’s 
! $200,000 hail be reduced, but 
Fraiman denied the motion be- 
cause of the nature Of the 
charges against Brown. Trial 
was postponed until Wednes- 
day. 

Brown, the former chairman 
of the Student Non-Violent' 
Coordinating’ Committee, has 
been imprisoned for 14 
months. ■
